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SUMMARY 


Riga  Army  Barracks  Yugla  is  located  ap- 
proximately 10  kilometers  (km)  east  of  the  cen- 
ter of  Riga,  between  the.  railroad  and  highway 
from  Riga  to  Sigulda  (Figure  1).  The  installa- 
tion is  secured  and  covers  approximately  50 
acres.  It  is  one  of  several  military  installa- 
tions in  the  city  of  Riga.  No  training  facilities 
are  observed  within  the  installation;  however, 
there  are  training  facilities  at  the  Riga  Army 
Training  Area,  which  is  20  km  northeast. 

Riga  Army  Barracks  Yugla  contains  a 


housing/administration  area  with  1 1 barracks 
and  22  other  buildings,  a motor  vehicle  storage/ 
maintenance  building,  and  a storage  area  with 
7 storage  buildings  and  a support  building  (Fig- 
ures 2 and  3).  No  vehicles  or  pieces  of  equip- 
ment are  discernible. 

This  area  was  covered  on  14  KEYHOLE 
missions  from  September  1961  to  July  1964. 
A comparison  of  the  photography  reveals  no 
major  changes  in  the  area. 


DESCRIPTION  OF  INSTALLATION 


Railroad  Service 

A rail  line  is  adjacent  to  the  installation 
on  the  north. 

Road  Service 

Good,  all-weather  roads  serve  the  barracks 
installation. 

Administration  and  Troop  Housing  Area 

Area  D contains  11  barracks,  17  support 


buildings,  3 administration  buildings,  and  2 
storage  buildings. 

General  Storage  Area 

Area  E contains  7 storage  buildings  and 
a support  building. 

Equipment  Storage/Maintenance  Area 

Area  J contains  a 120-  by  35 -foot  motor 
vehicle  storage  building. 
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
